tial law was proclaimed by the mayor 
at six o'clock, and the Key West 
Guards are patrolling the city. The I 
i United States government lias been I 
asked to send troops here without do- 
day to assist in patrolling the storm- 
swept area. Chaos reigns oa every 
hand, and few people remain in their 
homes, hundreds of which have cither 
been totally wrecked or damaged. It 
is impossible at this hour to say 
whether there has been loss of life. 
Entire Coast Suffer 
While the hurricane is the worst 
that Key West has ever experienced 
the local weather observer announced 
tonight that the indications are thai 
the entire coast of Florida wall suffer 
terribly tonight. 

Of one hundred local vessels In the 
harbor this morning but live remain 
at anolior, the others having either 
gone to sea or have been washed upon 
the beaches. The streets along the 
waterfront are a mass of wreckage. 
Brick as well as frame buildings 
throughput the city suffered alike from 
the fury of the heavy wind, and many 
miraculous escapes from death or ser- 
ious injury have been reported. Be- 
sides the several scores of residences 
cither totally wrecked or blown from 
their pillars, nine factories were part- 
ly destroyed Including the Havana- 
American, Marti nex, Nicola, Ruy Lopez, 
Manuel Lope, Flelts, Torris, Cortez and 
Wolff cigar manufactories. 

As soon as the wind subsided plun- 
dering began. The city police force 
was unable to cope with the situation, 
and the mayor, deciding to take string- 
ent measures to suppress the looting 
a proclamation of martial law resulted. 
Almost every nationality Is represented 
among the city's population of over 
20,000, about one-half of whom an; 
employed ir. the cigar manufactures, 
sponge fisheries and salvage companies. 
Wreckage in Havana. 
HAVANA, Oct. 11.— The most severe 
cyclone since the big storm of October 
17th, 1008, struck Cuba early this 
morning, causing extensive devastation 
throughout the entire western portion 
of the island. In the city of Havana 
many buildings were blown down or 
unroofed. Almost all the trees were 
uprooted. Five persons were killed, 
one by an electric wire, and the others 
by falling buildings. About twenty- 
five persons were injured. 

The greatest damage done was in 
the harbor, where 40 or 50 lighters, 
launches, and small tugs were either 
sunk or blown ashore. The total dam- 
ago in Havana and vicinity is estimat- 
ed at $1,000,000. The greatest indi- 
vidual loss has been caused by the de- 
struction of half of the coal elevators 
and conveyors of Hie Havan Coal com- 
pany at Casa Blanca, estimated at 
$220,000. It will be impossible to raise 
the greater number of the wrecked 
lighters and other craft. 

Communication with the Interior of 
the island has been interrupted, but 
it Is stated that the orange, ami other 
'fruit crops suffered severely., The to- 
bacco crop has not been seriously af- 
fected. 

A gale which began at 2 o'clock this 
morning readied cyclonic proportions 
at 5 o'clock, the velocity being about 
120 miles an hour. 'the storm con- 
tinued wllb unabated fury until 
S o'clock.

Compared 
"lib reports at the samo date hist year 
the average quality of spring wheat Is 
S2.6S to 75 per cent, of a standard; of 
oats S3. 97 to 86; of bnrloy 81.22 to 71; 
of rye, 81.20 to 73; or peas, 81.3-1 to 63; 
or beans, H2.32 to ifi; of buckwheat, 
S6.D1 to 74; i of mixed grains, S2.2S to 
75; of flax, 3G.07 to (i.S; and of corn 
for Husking, S6.77 to 82. 

In the aorthwest provinces, whore tbo 
bulk of the field grain is produced, the 
averages of quality are uniformly high. 
In Saskatchewan wheat Is !I2.'J5 to Gl; 
oats, 01.01 to G7 and barley D1.23 tO-68 

THo.se' high finalities apply to an out- 
put of 350,000,000 bushels at tho highest 
market prices realized In a quarter of a 
century, but In all (ho provinces as well 
as in the west the records of grain 
crops are satisfactory. 

The condition of potatoes amy mot 
crops Is nearly the same as at the end 
of August, itust, the joint worm and 
Hailstorm's did some Injury In parts of 
I'rtnce Edward Island. Drought retard- 
ed plant growth In the Annapolis 
valley or Nova Scotia. Heavy rains 
caught the grain in New Brunswick In 
Hie shock, and early frosts and grass- 
hoppers have lowered the averages of 
eats and barley in Quebec. But the loss 
troni these causes will not be seriously 
felt anywhere. The reports from 
larlo are better than those for the- 
of August, and except for a plngi 
grasshoppers In I lie regions adjoining 
Lake Huron and Georgian Bay and i.r.

OTTAWA, Oct. 11.— The lolghty- 
llfth anniversary of the foundation 
of the Canadian Mcthollst Missionary 
Society was celebrated in the Domin- 
ion church last night, the edifice be- 
ing crowded to the dimrs for the oc- 
casion. R'ev. Dr. Carmen, gqnorul 
superintendent, presided. 

In an address on missionary work 
In Canada, Rev. James Allen, secre- 
tary of home mission work, suld that 
during the past decade three hundred 
and seventy-live thousand foreign- 
ers had Come Into tho coun- 
try, of whom seventy-five thou- 
sand were Protestants. Fifty 
thousand of these rorelgners had lo- 
cated In Montreal, and from twenty- 
six to thirty thousand In Toronto, 
while in Winnipeg from one-third to 
one-fourth of the population is made 
up of foreign "elements. Speaking of 
conditions In the northern part of the 
city of Winnipeg, Mr. Allen said that 
the insanitary and crowded conditions 
of tenements are simply intolerable. 
In spite of the fact that half a con- 
tinent of fertile land in the west 
awaits the plough, In Winnipeg con- 
ditions which curse many of the 
crowded centres of Europe are being 
reproduced. They are such that 
practically the whole fonelgn female 
population of North Winnipeg Is bu- 
Ing driven into virtual prostitution. 
He said that an effort is being mado 
to get civic and legislative authori- 
ties to provide educational facilities 
and bottler arrangements as to sani- 
tation, and also to prevent over- 
crowding and extortion on the pari 
of landlords. 

In order to prevent and bring about 
betterment of conditions it is neces- 
sary to send missionaries to tho 
legislatures and councils, as well as 
to the people. Mr. Allen stated that 
all the Roman Catholic Immigrants 
In the west, other than French and 
Belgians, were practically neglecttdl 
by their church for want of prl'ests I 
of their own nationality to minister 
to them In tlreir own languages, I 

"It has been stated," he sad. "that 
the church should withdraw from the ! 
foreign Held, and concentrate their 
attention on missionary work in Can- 
ada. It is not a question between' 
work In foreign fields and our selfish ! 
indifference at home." 

Rev. Egerton T. Shore, assistant 
secretary of the fonelgn department, 
spoke of the work In foreign fields. 
His subject was: "Is Christianity es- 
sential to civilization V arid he proved 
most adequately that it was not only 
in Canada but in China, Japan and 
India.

OTTAWA, Oct. 11.— In the supreme 
court today the first case argued was 
the corporation of Delta vs. th-3 Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and Eastern railway 
and Navigation company. The dis- 
pute involved the possession of a 
highway on which the railway was 
constructing its lino. The municipal- 
ity asked for an injunction to restrain 
it, and an order that the road should 
be restored into its former condition. 
While the litigation was In progress 
an application was made to the board 
of railway commissioners and the 
railway was placed in possession of 
the disputed land. At the opening of 
the case it appeared that on the pre- 
sent appeal there could be no question 
exceot academically In reference to 
the control of municipalities In Brit- 
ish Columbia over highways, nnd tho 
railway commissioners having placed 
the railway in possession, nothing but 
the question of costs could be involved.

Hons prominent among which was that I 
providing that all the distribution work I 
he done by contract. That tenders he 
called for Immediately, that the work 
be started from Oak Bay avenue and I 
be rushed to completion, and that tl.M j 
municipality give formal notice through ' 
the daily newspapers that the pipe had j 
arrived ami that it was proposed lay- j 
Ing it Immediately thus necessitating 
the removal of the old pipe, were other 
points touched upon. 

Only one fault was found with tins 
proposals enumerated, namely, that 
which specified that the contract sys- 
tem be adopted.

should be properly installed. Any 
carelessness or slovenly work,, such as 
might he done by contractors, would 1 
cost the district more than could he j 
saved. He thought that it would he .1 j 
grave mistake to endorse the proposal. 

Councillor Colbert was of the same i 
opinion. In giving his reasons for the | 
recommendation of the contract sys- j 
tern, councillor Newton said that, with \ 
Councillor Oliver, he had gone thor- 
oughly into the question. They had 
concluded that Oak Hay would get a 
better job, done quicker, In thai way. 
What was wanted was to have the 
work done with tin/ least possible de- 
lay. At present the district hark plenty 
of ordinary work in progress ami in 
prospect to give employment to 
those within the district ia need of 
work. It wasn't as though there were 
men starving or crying out for n 
mean:- for gaining a livelihood. 

The amendment, on being put, car- 
ried Councillors Noble and Newton be- 
ing ia favor and Councillor Newton op. 
posed to the combination system out- 
lined. 

Criticise Tramway Co. 

Councillor Newton directed attention 
to tlie condition of the road al the Oak j 
Hay terminus of the tramway com- 
pany's system. He explained that 
permission had been granted for the | 
construction of a loop there on condi- 
tion that the road be left In thorough 
repair. That hadn't been done, the ex- 
cavation being tilled with loose sand 
ami gravel. He moved that the en- 
gineer be Instructed to notify tlie B. 
C. Electric Railway company that the 
road must lie put in proper shape. 

Over the issuance of shooting per- 
mits there was considerable debate. It 
being asserted that, If the prevailing 
practice was continued, there would 
be too many guns in use within the, 
confines of the municipality. Hence it 
was decided to cancel all those exist- 
ing, to notify those holding permits of 
this action, and agreed that. In future, 
all those issued should have the, reeve's 
counter signature.

•That the new Waterous engine, de- 
spite the adverse comments which 
have been in circulation, will pump to 
its full capacity, and that when Eire 
Chief Davis reported that the engine 
should be accepted, the. council could 
not do otherwise than accept his re- 
port,, he Being the head of the depart- 
ment and responsible for its efficiency, 
was the decision arrived at last night 
by the city council, after Aldermen 
McKeown and Stewart had stated that 
many people were convinced that the 
engine would not pump to the full 
capacity of 700 gallons per minute on 
a continuous run. 

The matter came before the council 
when the report of the tire wordens re- 
commending the purchase of the en- 
gine was read. Alderman Eullerton, 
referring to the rumors, stated that he 
had asked Eire Chief Davis to bo pre- 
sent In person to supplement his rer 
port. The complaints are being made 
by ugents of rival concerns who ten- 
dered but did not get the order.' The 
threo minutes' test showed that the 
engine Is capable of pumping 743 im- 
perial gallons, and Chief Davis was 
thoroughly satisfied that it would do 
the work intended. 

Believed in Chief. 

While Alderman .McKeown would 
not disclose the name of the person 
who had denied the engine's capacity, 
he was ready to stato that in Chief 
Davis the city had secured a thorough- 
ly competent chief, and he was quite 
willing to accept his recommendation. 
Alderman Stewart also lauded the 
chief, stating that after all, that of- 
ficial is responsible. 

Alderman Eullerton asked that Chief 
Davis be heard, but Alderman Turner 
cut the discussion short by moving 
that the report be adopted, stating that 
as the chief is a competent man, his 
report was worth more than all the 
anonymous kicks being made. 

The fire wardens' report recommend- 
ing a hose tower at the central station, 
to cost $000, the money to be taken 
from the $S0O passed for repairs at the 
Victoria West hall, and also recom- 
mending the installation of a hydrant 
on Richmond road between the city 
boundary and the Isolation hospital, 
as well as the repair of the combina- 
tion chemical engine and hose wagon, 
at a cost of $247, was adopted. 

The request of the B. C. Auto com- 
pany to be allowed to install a 200 gal- 
lon gasoline tank at its premises on 
Store street, the tank to be located at 
a distance Of twenty feet from the 
building, and four feel underground, 
was referred to the fire wardens and 
the fire chief. 

Protect Harbor Front. 

Thomas Sorby, secretary of the In- 
ner Harbor association, with reference 
to the broad question of public policy 
In dealing -with frontages along the 
harbor, called attention to the applica- 
tion of the Victoria Yacht club for 
waterfront rights. He claims that 
the club has no right on the water, 
while the eight lots fronting on the 
water should be so protected that each 
will have Its due share of water front- 
age. As the city has no right to take 
action until the federal authorities ask 
for the city's approval of any applica- 
tion made to Ottawa for rights, no- 
thing will be done, as that approval 
has not yet been asked In the case of 
the yacht club's application. 

If. C. Hampton Bowles, of New 
Westminster, acting on behalf of C. J. 
Loat, owner of property at the corner 
of Niagara street and Government 
street, wrote refusing the city's offer 
of $839 and asking $1,000. Right Rev. 
Bishop Crldge also wrote asking that 
In the laying of the boulevard fin land 
taken from his property, provision be 
made for retaining the present drive- 
way. Both communications were re- 
ferred to the mayor, city engineer, and 
city solicitor. 

The suggestion of the British and 
Foreign Sailors' society that the city 
Should not collect the tax of $48.50 on 
the property purchased by the society 
near the outer wharf "as a site for a 
building to the fund for which the city 
had contributed $100, as to do so 
would virtually cut the civic donation 
In half, was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Final Arrangements Soon. 

The city solicitors wrote that the 
final approval of the arrangements 
With the president of the Victoria Ter- 
minal Railway and Eerry company re- 
lative to the Blnnchard street termin- 
als has been delayed uowing to that 
officer's absence In the East, but that 
he would he back at the end of the 
month, when, the city barrister had 
stated, arrangements will be concluded. 
The solicitors' communication led

Tenders for steel, pipe for the wa- 
terworks department were received 
from C. Gardln'er Johnson and Com- 
pany, Vancouver; Lcemlng Bros., and 
J. B. H'. Rlckerby. The Deeming 
Bros, put In two tenders, one for $52,- 
530 and the other for $41,557. Mr. 
Rlckerby's tender was for $40,928. 
The Vancouv'er firm did not put In a 
bulk 'tender. The tenders will be, 
considered by the special water com- 
mittee and the water commlssion'cr. 

The bylaw providing for the laying 
of a permanent walk on the north 
side of Herald, street, between Gov- 
ernment street and Store, street, and 
for the grading and rock surfacing 
of Eell street from Oak Bay avenue 
to Leighton road, with walks on both 
sides and curbs, gutters and boule- 
vard, was put through its various 
stages.

: On Sunday night Mr. W. E. Scott, 
exhibition commissioner for the provin- 
cial government, left Victoria for Van- 
rbuver to arrange for the transporta- 
tion of the fruit; exhibit from the prov- 
ince, which is to be shown In the 
United Kingdom this winter.

MR. MACDONALD 

A Liberal contemporary says that 
Mr. J. A. Macdonald was not a suc- 
cessful political leader. It Is true that 
it qualities the expression "in this 
sense," but the comment Is unjust no 
matter how it is meant. Mr. Macdon- 
ald was a very excellent leader, al- 
though he was unable to achieve suc- 
cess. This was not becaOse he lacked 
in ability or In the qualities which in- 
spire confidence; but simply because 
lie could not achieve the Impossible, 
The splendid results, which have 
crowned .Mr. MeBrlde's administration, 
could not be overcome by any leader, 
no matter what his fitness for his posi- 
tion might be. No one respected Mr. 
Macdonald's abilities as a leader more 
than Mr. McBride; no one was ever 
more cordial in its expression of ap- 
preciation of his worth than the 
Colonist. Xo oik- recognized the abso- 
lute futility of hoping to oust a govern- 
ment, as strongly entrenched as the 
present ministry is in the confidence <rt 
the people, than Mr. Macdonald him- 
self. This consciousness did not pre- 
vent the ex-leader from devoting him- 
self with, energy and thoroughness to 
tile discharge of Ins political duties. 
He could not initiate policies, but he 
could give valuable aid to the perfec- 
tion of government measures, and he 
did so with painstaking thoroughness, 
which every member of the legislature 
recognized. As we said when speaking 
of -Mr. Macdonald's retirement, the 
Colonist can express views of this kind 
relative to that gentleman because it 
lias always regarded him as a public 
man of a high type. 



MR. R. L. BORDEN 

Mr, It. L. Borden told the I. a Fon- 
taine Club at Montreal on Saturday 
that if the Conservative party ex- 
pects to gain power and do anything 
for tin- country it must adopt a sys- 
tem of perfect organization mid en- 
list the sympathetic support of the 
young. We are ■ disposed to go a lit- 
tle further than Mr. Borden, and say 
that it is a patriotic duty of the lead- 
ers of the Conservative party to pre- 
sent a policy that will appeal to the 
young men. The youth of Canada is 
progressive; it wants action; it wants 
— see lines of policy adopted that 
will be in harmony with their aspira- 
tions. It is hopeless to expect to 
gain tin- sympathy of young voters 
by repeating time-worn charges of 
corruption. It does not make the 
least difference how much foundation 
there may apparently be for the stor- 
ies; young voters are more likely to 
vote against than for the nun who 
rely upon such grounds for support. 
There are Conservative papers in 
Canada today that arc writing sub- 
stantially the same things as they did 
in 1897; they make the suine assump- 
tion of a God-given right to govern 
the country, ublivlous of the fact that 



THE BRITISH SITUATION. 

Not in a long time has there been 
such an intense interest in political 
matters in the United Kingdom, and 
the situation presents many difficulties 
which are not as apparent to casual 
readers as they are to people on the 
spot. In a letter from a private cor- 
respondent, dated September 28th, 
whose name we do not feel at liberty 
to publish, and shall only say of him 
that he is in a position to lie closely 
in touch with what Is transpiring, the 
following paragraph appears: 

"The position here is very interest 
ing. A good deal of wild language is 
Hying about, and it has seemed good 
politics to place on the table of the 
Upper House such a Budget as they 
must throw out. I think the Commons 
will get none the better of the con- 
test. The Irish eighty hate the Budget 
as much as do we country gentlemen, 
and if, by combining with the oppo 
sition their vote would suttlce to kill 
the Budget, they would do- so; but see- 
ing that even so the number would be 
Insufficient, they are naturally •trad 
ing' their votes for Irish exemptions 
and abatements. But on the Lords 
throwing out the bill and an appeal to 
tho country following, it is quite cer- 
tain that should tho Liberals come 
back with any majority, It will be such 
a slender one as to be at the mercy of 
the Irish ' vote, and thus the Budget 
would be killed in the next house. I 
think myself that the Unionists will 
get a majority, but not a majority in- 
dependent of the Irish; thus Red- 
mond's opportunity is at hand. To be- 
come safe and free from these internal 
dissensions, we must get preference 
and federation, then all else will fol- 
low; but the next ten years are 
amongst the most critical in our his- 
tory." 

In publishing this letter, we do so 
without an expression of opinion; for 
it has always seemed to us that a 
Canadian newspaper cannot very well 
do anything more than tell the story 
of British politics; for there are cur- 
rents beneath the surface that can- 
not be seen across the Atlantic, and 
the newspapers present only a partlzan 
view of the ease. It is no departure 
from this rule to say that our corre- 
spondent seems to think dissensions 
over the Budget will afford Ireland an 
opportunity for which she- has long 
been waiting. He expects the Nation- 
alists to hold the balance of power in 
the next house. 

It seems to he loo soon to estimate 
the result of the interviews between 
the King and his First ■Minister. Evi- 
dently Mr. Asqulth has declined to 
yield. Apparently he has taken his 
stand upon the ground that the Lords 
have no right to reject the Budget, 
which we think is a somewhat extreme 
position. A London news letter of 
some days ago said that the King was 
exerting himself to prevent the Lords 
from precipitating a conflict which 
may Involve great constitutional 
changes. We fancy that this can be 
little inure than a guess; for if Mis 
Majesty has been exerting Ills inllu- 
ence, it would not be in so open a 

manner that newspaper correspond- 
ents would know of it. ills Majesty 
no doubt appreciates the seriousness 
of the situation quite as thoroughly 
as any one else, and. perhaps, more so. 
II.. Is a very wise man, with a wider 
experience In public affairs than any 
of his contemporaries. He has the 
great advantage of being able to take 
a non-partizan view id' the situation, 
lie no doubl realizes that with the ex- 
t«n«lr>n or the franchise there has 
arisen a power In the United Kingdom 
that cannot be curbed. If it does not 
find expression now, it will do so later 
and the longer it is repressed the more 
v iolent the explosion is likely to be. At 
least, that is the lesson of history In 
our own and oilier countries. His 
Majesty may think it is wiser for the 
Lords to yield than to be broken; for 
no one can suppose that the hereditary 
Chamber can long withstand the oppo- 
sition of the people at large. The 
King himself could nut, and there aro 
too many chapters in English history 
which show this to justify any one In 
making a mistake on the subject. 
Therefore can can easily suppose that 
His Majesty will exert all the influence 
Which lie ought constitutionally to ex- 
ercise to prevent a collision which will 
Involve an appeal to the people 
against one of the estates of the 
realm, which his played so noble a 
part in the progress of the country and 



the development of popular institu- 
tions.

Button, button, who's got the hut- 
ton? Most of us have, and It would 
puzzle us all to tell why we have It, 
or at least some of them. Lives there 
a man with soul so courageous that 
he would wear a dress coat without 
those two silly little buttons on the 
back? AVo take leave to doubt it, and 
if by accident he should lose tho but- 
tons of tho hnck of his frock coat — 
which some people will Insist on call- 
ing a Prince Albert — he would not feel 
fit to go to a funeral, not to speak of 
a wedding.

A GOOD STORY 

About a week ago we had a des- 
patch telling of tho discovery of a 
tribe of Eskimos in the Arctic who 
had ne\ er seen a white man. The 
mall brings some particulars of what 
is a very interesting story, which, 
perhaps, has not lost much In the 
telling; but It may very well be quite 
true, for the Arctic Is a large place, 
and many people could hide In It. 
The new people aro fellow-Canadians 
although it is doubtful If they know 
it. They live on Prince Albert Land, 
which vis a vast region of uncertain 
size, lying off the Continental Coast, 
about midway between the mouth of 
the Mackenzie River and the North- 
western limit of Hudson Bay. It Is 
only five years since whalers ventured 
into the waters, which wash this in- 
hospitable shore, and the crews of the 
first ships saw evidences of human 
habitation. They concluded that 
hunting parties' from the Canadian 
Mainland frequented this shore In 
the summer: but inquiry showed that 
the Mainland folk never went there. 
We quote from the story as originally 
fold: 

The puzzle was not solved until last 
July, when the Olga on her northern 
cruise sighted human forms on a hill 
several miles inland. These proved 
to be old men who were advancing 
toward the shore where the ship lay 
at anchor. As they approached it 
was seen that they carried no wea- 
pons whatever, and walked with arms 
extended as a sign of peaceful inten- 
tions. 

Tin; old men were Eskimos, and 
spoke the regular' Eskimo language. 
They stud they had never seen white 
men before, and were so much afraid 
df them that they could not he coaxed 
aboard the vessel. They knew no- 
thing about cereal foods or flour, ami 
when offered pilot bread laughed it to 
scorn as an article unlit for human 
food. They said they lived on seal, 
bear, whale, caribou, am] feathered 
game, which they killed witli bows, 
arrows and spears, or captured in 
snares or curiously contrived traps. 
They knew nothing about the fur 
trade, and said that the skins were 
almost cut up with the meat and di- 
vided among the hunters engaged In 
making the kill. They were neatly- 
dressed In furs, and appeared to bo 
well fed and happy. 

Tlie Eskimos said that when whale 
ships first appeared on the horizon a 
panic seized the people, and they fled 
Inland. Bach year they had fled, 
leaving as little as possible to attract 
the attention of the newcomers. As 
they lay concealed behind the ridges j 
they listened in terror to the crash- 
ing of the bomb guns used by the ] 
whalers. At last a council was call- 
ed, and It was decided to semi mes- 
senger* out to the next v shlp that 
came. The old men volunteered to 
go, becauso they said that If the 
strangers killed the.m It would not 
matter so much. 

These ambassadors said many per- 
sons lived inland, but refused to di- 
vulge their whereabouts. They had 
never seen guns before.

Is 
tiiere no such thing as a disinterested 
love of their country by the statesmen 
of the day) an earnest desire for reform 
and a real desire for the uplifting of 
the pooi' and unfortunate? Is the only, 
or the most Important, tiling that 
women can contribute to the work of 
governing the country, the ability to 
make themselves agreeable always 
which must carry with it a certain de- 
gree of Insincerity? If this and the 
power of ready and plausible speech 
with which the editor credits the quar- 
ter of a million of Engl isb women who 
are ready to assist their husbands and 
brothers to gain, or to retain, places In 
parliament, are their only qualifications 
it would be tar better for the country 
and for the Kmpfre If they refi\>:cd 
from taking any part In elections. 

But It is impossible not to feel that 
tins judgment la unjust. Women may 
not understand me science of govern- 
ment, they may not be lined yet to 
take part In the work of legislation, 
It may be better that they should never 
engage In polltl'cal contests. Their 
sphere may be out side of parliamentary 
airairs. But Knglish women have shpwn 
that they can be very earnest In their 
desire ror rerorm and very direct In 
their methods of obtaining it. In ad- 
ministering laws relating to tiie poor 
ami to education they have rendered ex- 
cellent service to the nation. Such 
women us work in the poor districts 
of ureal cities and si I upon the school 
boards or boards of guardians have 
other .polities for their work than those 
with which tin- editor has credited the 
laities who belong to the women's potlt- 



There are some advantages which a 
new country possesses over older and 
more settled communities. We have 
heard from many visitors from Croat 
Britain that there is In western Can- 
ada o spirit of optimism which Is re- 
flected in the appearance of the people. 
Almost every one, they say, looks 
happy and hopeful and this is n great 
contrast to what Is seen at home. 

Among the differences noted by peo- 
ple lrom Eastern Canada are the ab- 
sence of the hectic flush and the hol- 
low cough but too much In evidence on 
the streets and in public assemblies 
on the Atlantic Coast; the very few 
deformed or maimed people to be seen 
and the rare occasions in which those 
unfortunates IcnovvTi as feeble-minded 
are to be met with. It is. as a rule, 
only the strong and vigorous who find 
their way to a new country.

province can be more hopeful' of suc- 
cess than the people who are trying to 
combat the disease In other provinces. 
The same thing is, true to a greater 
degree of measures taken for thn care 
of feeble minded women and childron. 
This terrible cause of trouble can bo 
controlled better in Canada than In 
countries where the prevalence of the 
evil is more general. 

A woman, Dr. Helen McMurdry. of. 
Toronto, Is doing noble service In this 
cause in the province of Ontario. She 
Is not only working In the institutions 
devoted to their care and trying In 
every way to bring limit' needs before 
the public, but she has visited Institu- 
tions In the United States and studied 
what has been done In England and 
in Germany for the help of these un- 
fortunates. All the information she 
has gained, Dr. McMurdry has embod- 
ied in an admirable report which she 
has presented to the government of 
Ontario. In It she shows how the 
feeble-minded can bo kept safe and 
happy and she urges upon their more 
fortunate fellow citizens the necessity 
of providing refuges for them. 

It is with what she says of defective 
children that the people of this prov- 
ince are most interested. There is, 
In all cities, a number of children, w ho, 
though they cannot be taught by the 
teacher of a public school, are yet 
capable of learning much that would 
be helpful and useful to them. 

It Is not loo soon for us In this 
province to take measures to provide 
fitting Instruction for children of tills 
class and those who would learn .what 
may be done for them will find much 
information as well as encouragement 
In Miss McMurdry's report. 

Teohnical Training 

While the Ontario Department of 
Education lias been introducing agri- 
cultural and Industrial training In the 
Public and High schools, a committee 
of the American Federation of Labor 
has decided In favor of a similar 
policy for the United States. Ii is re- 
cognized that under the existing ele- 
mentary school system a great propor- 
tion of the pupils receive Instruction 
which dues not lit them for their 
sphere of life, but It rather calculated 
to render them dissatisfied with the 
vocations into which the limitations of 
their mentality or their means force 
them. 

The chairman of the committee, 
Mr. John .Mitchell, says that manu- 
I facturers find It difficult to get eom- 
I patent superintendents and all-round 
j mechanics, and insists that technical 
I training be given in the schools. In 
] Canada us In the United States, the 
old school system Is organized as if 
all the pupils would enter the profes- 
sions, instead of which the fact is that 
most of them go into business or tin: 
mechanical trades. Technical instruc- 
tions will, it is fully believed, benefit 
employers ami employees alike. 

it is certain that on this continent 
the traditional common school does 
not minister to. the needs of the 
musses as it should. A great deal of 
money is wasted in teaching children 
things that will be of no practical use 
to them, and Instruction that would 
prove a decided asset to them as artis- 
ans or business men is withheld. The 
process of reformation must necessar- 
ily ho a slow ono> The Ontario gov- 
ernment recognizes this. A force id' 
teachers is being trained to carry on 
the work, and the superintendent of 
education has gone to i .-Europe to ac- 
quire at first . hand itho latest informa- 
tion there available. — Toronto News.

A Gift For a Queen 

When Queen Victoria of Spain visit- 
ed Santander about two years ago she 
was delighted with the beauty of the 
district, and said that it reminded her 
of the country about her home in the 
ls|e of Wight. 

The people of Santander, when they 
heard of It, promptly begged through 
their mayor, Don Luis Martinez, that 
King Alfonso would allow them to 
build him a summer home there, and 
already mi the Peninsula de la Mag- 
dalcna a new royal palace is approach- 
ing completion, the £40,000 required to 
build it being provided by the Inhabit- 
ants of the town and natives who now 
reside in America and wish to show 
their patriotism. 

The people wished also to furnish the 
palace, but King Alfonso would nut al- 
low tlnrn to sacrifice so much money, 
saying ho accepted the building- only, 
and that he would? furnish it himself. 
The committee therefore agreed to 
hand the building over to their Ma- 
jesties, supplied with all modern ap- 
pliances, such as electric light, heating 
apparatus, gas and water, which will 
cost also a considerable sum. 

The Peninsula de la Magdalena, 
which will soon be transformed into 
the royal park. Is carpeted with a great 
variety of lilies, pinks and other flow- 
ers which grow wild on that rocky 
promontory and the sweet scents of 
which an- said to be superior to those 
cultivated in gardens. 

The new royal palace is about 110 
feet above the level of the sea. at high 
water and the length of the front is 
about feet. It consists of four sec- 
tions, one foi' tin; private use of the 
King and Queen, another for official 
receptions and court festivities, and the 
third and the fourth, which serve as 
union to the rest, will be used for gen- 
eral service. 

In the fourth will be the vestibule, 
grand hall, library, dining-rooms and 
billiard rooms. The private chapel, at 
the King's own command, will not be 
erected In the palace, but in a separate 
building adjoining, and in the place de- 
signed for it will be the grand ban- 
queting hall. 

The King and Queen's private suite 
contains the royal bedrooms, private 
sitting-rooms and drawing-rooms and 
rooms for the servants In attendance 
on their Majesties. For court festivi- 
ties there is a grand salon, and several 
smaller rooms which will be used as 
ante-rooms. 



In the upper storey above the bed- 
rooms of the King and Queen are the 
nursery nnd rooms for the royal chil- 
dren and their attendants— London 
Dally Mail. 

First English Woman Smoker 
Mary Frith, better known as Moll 
Cutpurse; was a notable figure In old- 
ilme London life. She had the reputa- 
tion of being the first woman to smoke 
tobacco In England, 

Tho length of her days is a disputed 
point, but it seems certain that she at- 
tained the age of over threescore, years 
and ten. It Is asserted that constant 
smoking prolonged her life. A portrait 
representing her in the act of smoking 
torms the frontispiece of Mlddloton's 
comedy of the "Roaring Girl." She also 
ligures hi other plays of the period. 

Alary was the daughter of a shoe- 
maker living in the Barbican and Mn- 
lonc gives 1581 as the date of her birth. 
She early took to wicked ways and be- 
came a noted "highwayman." Among 
her familiar friends were the notorious 
Captain Hind and Richard Hannani. She 
was an expert swordswoman. Single- 
handed she robbed on Hounslow Heath, 
Uenoral Fairfax of 200 gold Jacobuses, 
shooting him through the arm and kill- 
ing two of his noises on which his 
servants were riding. For the ofrenso 
she wns committed to Newgale, but on 
paying the general £2000 she obtained 
her liberty. 
! At one time Mary had £3000 of her 
own, hut by giving money to distressed 
cavaliers she died comparatively floor. 
Her death took plnce In July, 1650. and 
' she was laid to rest in St. Bridget's. —

Promoter of Wrestling Matches 
Now Under Arrest Gives 
His Views 




SEATTLE. Oct. 11.— Joe Carroll, 
alias Ole Marsh, the wrestler Indicted 
In Nebraska and Iowa for alleged use 
of the mails to defraud in connection 
with the Maybray gang of wrestling 
promoters, has been released on $3,500 
ball. He takes his arrest with per- 
fect unconcern, declaring tho charge 
against him cannot bo proved. In a 
newspaper Interview he said: 

"If there is a wrestler who Is not 
crooked I do not know him and I 
know all of them. If the men who 
wrestle should be on the square nnd 
settle their differences how many 
hours entertainment would the public 
have? We haVe simply got to jolly 



the game along in order to keep up 
public Interest." 

Bert Warner and Wyn Harris aro 
still In the county Jail. 

Roller Explains Relations. 
"My relations with Carroll, have al- 
ways filled me with regret." said Dr. 
11. Roller, whom Carroll formerly 
managed. "I was green to the game 
when I first met him. I hail some- 
thing of a local reputation and was 
beginning to attract attention in the 
east. The 'big stores' saw a chance 
to work their game here in the north- 
west and sent along Carroll, lie 
showed me big bank rolls and said 
he made it In the wrestling game. At 
the time I was physical Instructor at 
the Seattle Athletic club. He urged 
me to go into the professional game. 
I entered it. 

"Throughout the time Carroll was 
my manager he was, unknown to me. 
using his concction with me as my 
manager to pull off the fake private 
bouts promoted by the 'big stores.' 
Only once did he tip his hand, and 
then I didn't attach much importance 
to the incident except to grow suspic- 
ious of him. That, was the time of 
tho Beel match here. He told me a 
bunch of my Spokane supporters 
were coming over to bet on me and 
hinted I coulrl make a pile of money 
if I covered their bets and laid down 
in the match. I told him in no un- 
certain terms never to suggest such 
a thing to me again. 

"I had no hint of Carroll's connec- 
tion with the 'big stores' until last 
April, when I went east. I met Jack 
Curley for the first time ,in the Sher- 
man House, in Chicago. After 7 be- 
came acquainted with him he told mo 
that the reason Carroll couldn't come 
east with me was not because Carroll's 
land deal la eastern Washington de- 
manded his attention. Carroll, he said, 
wtis hiding from the federal authori- 
ties and would be arrested in connec- 
tion with tho exposure of the 'big 
stores' in Council Bluffs. The police 
of Chicago gave me' additional In- 
formation concerning Carroll. When 
possessed of this information I Inn-

Austrian .Baron Fell Into Icy 
Waters of Bering Sea When 
Hunting Walrus 

tm ■ ' I " ' 

With Baron Rudolph Hitter von 
Gutmann, of Austria, and party on 
board the Norwegian steamer Transit 
has returned from the Alentfan Islands 
and the Siberian coast on an extended 
sporting voyage. The hunter had 
many exciting experiences. At one 
tlmo he was treated to an impromptu 
bath in the Icy waters of Bering sea. 
At that time he nearly lost hi3 life. 
The party had boon hunting walrus 
near East Cape. The baron was the 
foremost in the party, leading anc< en- 
during much for the sake of a trophy 
or for scientific knowledge. Ho had 
read much of the walrus but had kill- 
ed none. On approaching a large herd 
at a point near East Cape, he shot, 
killing one. The others of the herd 
became excited, stampeding and caus- 
ing the ice where the baron was stand- 
ing to break. He was thrown into the 
icy waters and pinned between two 
huge chunks of ice. For a time things 
looked ominous, for the walrus herd 
immediately gathered for an attack. 
Hans Grabmolcr, the baron's personal 
houndsmaji, saw the danger, and 
grasping his master by the collar, 
dragged him dripping from the water. 
Not satisfied, the baron continued his 
hunt for the day. 

Rudolph Bitter von Gutmann; his 
physician, Dr. Mltter; his secretary, R. 
Mahler; Carl Sprosec, manager of the 
baron's game and forest preserve in 
the province of Ober-Stererm-ark; the 
baron's persona! houndsman, Hans 
Grabmeier; his stewart, Fritz Winnai, 
of Seattle, and his "maltre do hotel," 
Herman Linn, comprise the party. 
Was Surprised 

It was with much surprise that 
Earon.von Gutmann heard of the dis- 
covery of the North Pole by Dr. Cook 
and Commander Peary. At Kcanl the 
baron heard rumors of the discovery, 
but as details were meager he did not 
pay much attention until arriving at 
Vancouver. There, he said, the purport 
of the discovery astounded him. 

The baron brought many trophies of 
the hunt south with him. In addition 
to many interesting pictures of the 
natives in Alaska, and of the country 
Just south of East Cape, Siberia, the 
party has. made many scientific inves- 
tigations. 

"This trip was wholly one of pleas- 
ure, though," said the baron yesterday. 
"We have enough work when we get 
home, so we gave ourselves up to the 
enjoyments of a new land. One could 
hardly find a better hunting ground 
than the Kenai peninsula, Alaska. We 
got several moose there and much 
smaller game. 

"When we sailed from Vancouver In 
June, we made our first port at Juneau, 
where I called on the then Gov. Hog- 
gatt. Our route then took us around 
L,ynn canal, and then out into the Gulf 
of Alaska and to Seward. I was much 
impressed with that part of Alaska, 
but'dia not stop at any of the towns 
very long. Stopping , at, several . of the, 
ports and along the coast, we sailed 
for St. Lawrence hay, south of East 
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Cape. The people there are silfoa.it the 
most interesting I have ever see\i, and 
I made a study of their custom*/..' They 
hear little or nothing of the outside 
world. Steamers do not put in" there 
more than once a year. Because the 
Transit was steel we had to charter 
a wooden ship at Nome to ge. farther 
north, where' there, is danger from the 
Ice. We made a trip to Nomo and 
the Seward peninsula, staying there 
but a short time before sailing back 
to Siberia and south to Kamtchatka 
land. The Koreakans of the St. Law- 
rence bay district are most Interesting, 
as are the Tschutschr people,, farther 
south. While the hunting there is not 
nearly as good as on the Kenal penin- 
sula, I found that the best part of the 
trip was the stay among these strange 
people. Every time we were in port 
in Alaska, the weather was almost 
ideal, but we encountered much bad 
weather on the sea. Wo were nearly 
shipwrecked in the ICaraginski hay, 
Bering sea, south of East Cape." 

Much of the four months was spent 
on the Siberian coast. Inland trips, 
having in view a study of the people 
and a chance for a hunt, were made. 
Cape Navarln was one of the points 
where much hunting was done. At 
Karaginski bay an exceptionally rough 
sea was encountered and the Transit 
was nearly wrecked. The farthest 
point south on the coast of Siberia that 
the party touched was Petropavlovsk. 
From there they sailed directly to 
Dutch Harbor and Unalaska. The trip 
was then made to Seward and the 
Kenal peninsula. A 3ide trip of twen- 
ty-five miles was made up the K\isolof 
river. 

Five Russian bears, of which the 
baron shot two, were among the Si- 
berian trophies. Near East Cape nine- 
teen walrus were obtained, and on the 
Kenal peninsula six moose, four moun- 
tain sheep and five caribou and many 
smaller trophies were obtained. 

Rltter von Gutmann in known In 
Austria not only for his wealth, his 
large steel manufactory, his coal mines 
and other industries, but also for hj's 
large game preserves in which he 
glories. He reads natural history 
about as largely as politics and inter- 
national law. Hunting and natural 
history find a warm spot in his heart, 
and that Is the reason he made the trip 
to Alaska. He says he will have an- 
other hunting trip in a year or so. 

Among the many trophies brought 
back with him the baron has two 
enormous moose antlers, one measuring 
five feet from tip to tip. and the other 
seventy inches. 

The baron will use much of his data 
and photographs In the writing of a 
book after his return to Vienna. Tho 
party will leave Thursday for ban 
Francisco. 

Before disembarking Baron von 
Gutmann presented Capt. Danielsen, of 
the Transit, with $1,500 ns a gift of 
appreciation, he said,' to the captain 
and men. All on board who did htm 
services during his walrus and game 
hunting ashore were paid at the rato 
of $20 per day. 

Baron Gutmann is the Krupp of 
Austria, Capt. Danielsen says. A large 
fortune was left him by his father, and 
at the age of 29 years he fell heir to the 
largest steel manufactory in Austria. 



Poor Bull Wins for Once.

English Landlords 

Sir, I notice with regret that in 

common with other Liberals, you 
have recently been inveighing against 
English land owners who, In your 
opinion, have been guilty of petty 
parsimonies; dukes who have discon- 
tinued their local cricket . ..subscrip- 
tions and other dukes \vJio will not 
celebrate their, son's coming of age 
by entertainments to their tenantry, 
the genera! conclusion being that 
these prominent land owners are 
mean people, deserving the contempt 
of their fellows. 

I have not noticed any reference to 
the fact that the duke, who did not 
subscribe to the cricket club is now 
known never to have belonged to it, 
neither have I seen any reference to 
the result of Lord Hlndllp's challenge 
to the Worcester Liberals. Ho offer- 
ed you know to submit his estate 
accounts to show that his estate 
yields him no profit. 

I insert here, cuttings from the 
Morning Post of September 23rd show- 
ing the results of that challenge. Do 
you think his estate a subject tfor 
special taxation? 

"The audit of Lord Hlndlip's es- 
tate accounts yesterday, in acceptance 
Of his challenge to show that he 
made anything out of his land last 
year, resulted In the disclosure that 
there was a loss of some hundreds of 
pounds, or a profit of only £91 only 
if a disputed item, was decided in 
favor of tlie Liberal auditor." And 
again: 

"Not even tho basest of partisans 
could impute to tlie skilled and hon- 
orable gentlemen who have conduct- 
ed tlw investigations, which, 1 may 
say. were restricted to the twelve 
months from March 1. 1908, to March 
1. 1909, any attempt to "gerrymander" 
the accounts. They must be accept- 
ed as they stand. Even if the .C i 7 
claimed by Mr. Day. but disallowed 
by the umpire, is set against the net 
loss of £3<H on the year's working 
of the estate, Lord Hlndllp would 
have made a profit of only £ 111 — 
surely not a "living wage" for any 
owner of landed property." 

You may perhaps remember that 
the. Earl of Leicester once took the 
trouble to do something of the same 
kind, and proved publicly that he and 
his predecessors had spent £ 1,095,000 
on his Holtham estates, the Income 
from which was barely 2 per cent, 
upon that sum. 

Such has almost always been tho 
story of our great landlords, and as 
I am sure that the responsibility for 
accurate information in an editor 
must be present to your mind,- I would 
ask you before writing on this sub- 
ject again , to read such men as 
Lecky upon democracy and liberty, 
the works of the late Duke of Argyll, 
the reports of England's board of 
agriculture for 179-l-'95, Mr. Garnier's 
history of the English landed inter- 
est, or for a synopsis of some of 
these, an article in last month's 
Blackwood on "a forgotten chapter in 
Scottish history, from all of which 
you will learn that British landown- 
ers have been good stewards of the 
good things belonging to the gods 
and not men worthy of the oppro- 
brium of their fellows and that pro- 
ductive land in England at any rate 
is a manufactured article paying per- 
haps 2 1-2 per cent, on the' cost of Its 
manufacture. ■ - 

But you need not go back .to Eng- 
land' to learn this lesson about the 
land. You have here land In the 



making. The government sells It, 
and the government i. e., the people, 
get the purchase price, which is an 
inilnltesimal portion of its subse- 
quent value. The -purchasers, to 
make those lands revenue producing, 
put Into them capital earned by other 
forms of labor, or their own lives and 
labor in clearing, ploughing, draining, 
etc., and when all Is done those lands 
bought from the people at ?5 an acre 
may be' worth S3U0 an acre, but it 
was not public mterprlze or the peo- 
ple's money which gave them their 
additional value, neither Is this value 
duo to unearned increment. 

You may tell me that tho incoming 
of many new settlers appreciates the 
value of land, and I reply that peo- 
ple are attracted by the successful 
enterprlze of others, that but for the 
enterprize of the C. P. R. your Can- 
ada would be still half empty, that 
but for the labor and money spent 
upon otherwise unproductive lands, 
Saanlch and Duncans would draw as 
few settlers as Casslar. 

If you or I, or say Lord Northcliffo, 
choose to spend tho money we have 
made out of newspaper work upon 
the making of farms, and that so 
successfully that we get eventually 
2 1-2 per cent, upon the money we 
earned as Journalists, do we deserve 
to be taxed more highly than others 
who have" Invested their earnings in 
more remunerative undertakings or 
do we deserve the contempt and care- 
less criticism of our fellows. 

By turning bush land into farms, 
or rough, half cultivated wastes into 
farms in good heart, we shall have 
added an asset to our nation, a source 
of cheap food supply, an opportunity 
for tho employment of others and a 
bait to lure others to our country, 
and If, owing to thoughtless and un- 
just taxation, those who are tho 
principal supporters , of the many 
charitable institutions of their coun- 
try think lit to curtail some needless 
expenditures, is It right for the peo- 
ples advisers to withhold from the 
people the true facts of the case and 
si'lze upon every colourable pretext 
for Inflaming class prejudice, which 
is the outcome only of ignorance. 

The late deplorable! assassination 
of Sir W. Curzon by the, and all that 
that Indicates can be shown to be the 
direct result of misinformation cir- 
culated by the newspapers of India; 
misinformation so ridiculous that to 
us It would be laughable If the re- 
sults were not appalling, and I write 
this letter in the hope that you will 
trp to get at the truth of matters 
which affect a class which has always 
been the peoples' best friend In the 
old country, and ts, I think, doing its 
share by tho investment of Its cap- 
ital in the up-building of Canada. 

Finally I beg you to treat this let- 
tor not as If It were written by Mr. 
Templemun or even by Major Dupont. 
I am no enemy of yours. I know- 
that the editorial chair and the 
printer's devil combined can make 
"pie" of anything and have always 
the last word, but I know, too, that 
your public, being British like falr 
play, and in a country where so much 
depends upon the reclamation of the 
land it Is criminal to misrepresent 
facts which bear upon the cost of 
clearing it and the profits, if any, 

arising therefrom. ,

Passengers on B, C, Electric 
Car Near Vancouver Nar- 
rowly Escape 



VANCOUVER, B. C, Oct. 11. — A 
runaway work train on a grade of the 
British Columbia railway, over street 
car tracks in the east end of the city 
yesterday afternoon, ended its four- 
mile dash by a collision with a city 
passenger car, in which a dozen peo- 
ple were injured. Xo lives were lost 
and tho injured are all doing well In 
the hospital. 

Playful children loosened the brakes 
of the work train, which was stand- 
ing over Sunday on a sidetrack at 
Central Park, six miles outside the 
city. 

Eight cars slid over on one of the 
main tracks of the double lino enter- 
ing the city, and, gathering momen- 
tum, -whirled through east end su- 
burbs until, at Cedar Cottage, three 
miles from the starting point, the 
runaways were going over sixty 
mile?? an hour. There is an even 
grade at 3 per cent, all the way Into 
tho clt j' ( and the heavy cars made t'.jc 
latter end of tho trip in time that ap- 
proached eighty miles an hour. 

At Cedar Cottage. Foreman J. H. 
Pearson, of the workmen who were 
operating the worlc train during the 
week, was overtaken. He was oh a 
handcar, hut he saw the runaways In 
time to get his car and himself oft the 
track. Their he started In pursuit. 
Inside Cedar Collage the cars struck 
a sharp down grade and rushed 
through the district of Grand View 
like a streak of lightning. Here the 
wreck occurred. 

A car laden with twelve passengers 
was running toward town, when the 
conductor heard the rear of the run- 
aways behind, Jlo yelled for the peo- 
ple inside to Jump to the front of tin 
car, and then he leaped to safety be- 
fore the crash came.

The gruesome rind made on Triangle 
island where a party of workmen are 
engaged in completing the tramway 
mid preparing I ho Inundation for a 
lighthouse' and wireless telegraph sta- 
tion which Is to rank chief among tho 
light and telegraph stations of the 
North Pacific was made by Martlndale! 
one of the workmen, while walking 
along tho rocks on the Pacific Hide of 
lone Triangle Island, where the wreck- 
age of many vessels lias been beaten to 
pieces by the ocean swell and where 
numbers of sea lions have their habi- 
tat He. was startled by his find, and 
called others of the workmen. The 
covering of boards was removed and in 
the mouth of the little cave lay the 
whitened skeleton of a medium-sized 
man whose body had obviously been 
there a long time as the clothing had 
all rotted away. Scarce a vestige, other 
than the boots, remained. 

Examination showed that no bones 
were broken, the skull was not frac- 
tured. There was nothing to indicate 
how death had come. From tho man- 
ner of the covering though. It was 
thought that the body had been laid 
away in the cave by on Indian or In- 
dians, who were known to have visited

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the Island at times. The covering of 
boards was similar to the method used 
by the Indians of that section of tho 
coast In covering their dead. 

The theory of the lighthouse builders 
was that the dead man was probably 
some unfortunate marooned from one of 
the shipwrecks that have occurred with- 
in recent years off the Vancouver Island 
coast who had been east ashore only 
to die of starvation on the lone, unin- 
habited island, visited rarely before the 
lighthouse builders came. The victim 
had been probably found by Indians and 
the body laid under covering of planks 
In the mouth of the little rave, where 
the lighthouse builders located, proba- 
bly years alter death. In the belief 
j that the Leebro might take tho skeleton 
to Victoria It was kept, but has since 
been burled on the island. Who it was, 
how death camo, and whether it was 
prospector, hunter, or seafarer, there 
was nothing la show, and unknown In n 
grave marked by a little wooden slab, 
the skeleton was laid away, 

The Leebro took 60.000 feet of lumber 
for the workmen, at Triangle Island, and 
some cattle, sheep and pigs. The lum- 
ber was thrown overboard, lashed Into 
raits and towed shoreward by the 
steamers boats, tho work being diffi- 
cult and hazardous. It occupied four 
days, being mierruptod at times by 
stress of weather. Tho rafting of the 
cattle on shore was most difficult. 
There wns a bullock and a cow, both of 
which were lowered onto the raft of 
lumber alongside and their log/a werp 
lashed down despite great struggling 
Which threatened at times to upset the 
raft and drown those engaged In tho 
work. There were seven or eight sheep 
and a number of pigs, which were 
ratted ashore With less difficulty. 

After the lumber, cattle, and other 
supplies had been landed, a 'heavy south- 
east gale blew up and the Leebro ran 
for shelter under the lee of LnnZ Island, 
one of the Scott group of which Tri- 
angle is the outermost isle. Thoro went 
two or throe United States halibut fish- 



ing vessels also lying under tho Ice of 
the Island at tho time for shelter. Oil 
several occasions some of these vessels 
have been noticed engaged in flshlnij 
Inside tho three-mile limit botween the 
Haycock islands, where the Keslrel cap 
lured the Chas. Levi Woodbury soiiu> 
months ago. 

The Leebro was delayed considerably 
by heavy weather before proceeding to 
bin trance island, whore a now lantern 
was landed for the lighthouse which 
marks tho entrance to Quatsino Sound. 
After this was landed the Leebro had lo 
run into Quatsino sound for shelter 
from a strong gale, and remained two 
days before the weather abated and she 
then proceeded to Clnyoquot to land 
supplies at Lennard island. There the 
wjnd freshened to a gale and she shelt- 
ered for two days. 

Llghthouspkeeper Pollock of Lennard 
Island reported that a lifebuoy marked 
".Maxwell" had drifted ashore near the 
lighthouse a short time before tlio Loe- 
bro called. No other wreckage haiT 
been noticed. The lifebuoy was of the 
usual type and Rlze, but part was 
broken away, -the nnmo of the port of 
registry being consequently obscured, 
records, both Lloyd's and United States 
lists, do not indicate any vessel of that 
name owned on the Pacific coast, the 
only craft of tho name, which are 
shown In United States lists, being /i 
steam schooner and a sailing sloop, both 
owned on the Atlantic side. 

The Leebro Is now blown down. Tier 
next trip will be to carry' stores and 
supplies to nil the west const light sta- 
tions and she Will again visit Triangle 
island. 




Much Freight Moving Across 
Isthmus — Fight for the 
Coffee Trade Is On 



From Salina Cruz and many ports 
of Mexico the German steamer Erna. 
of the Jebsen line, reached the Outer 
Wharf yesterday morning, and nfter 
discharging 190 tons of general mer- 
chandise from Europe by way of tho 
Tohuantapec National railroad across 
the Mexican Isthmian railroad, pro- 
ceeded to Vancouver and^ Puget 
Sound ports last night. Tne Erna 
came north in command of a new 
master, Capt, Klocklng. formerly 
oblef officer, who replaced Captain 
Zlegermeyor after the latter's arrival 
at San Diego on the way south from 
Victoria on a charge of smuggling 
Panama hats on the previous trip, a 
charge upon which he was convicted 
and fined $1000. 

The steamer brought 1G0 tons of 



freight fot" this port and seventeen 
passongers, mostly from San Fran- 
cisco and San Pedro, who were trans- 
ferred to the steamer Princess Char- 
lotte. For .Vancouver she has 200 
tons, and 50 tons for Seattle. The 
Erna has handled much freight since 
leaving, and carried many passen- 
gers. Sho landed 70,000 feet of pol- 
ished cedar from Mexico at San Ped- 
ro, and thirty-nine passengers wont 
ashore, and at San Francisco sho 
landed 200 tons of goods from Europe 
and seven passengers. At San Pedro 
the steamer loaded a shipment of 
asphalt for this port. All the way 
from Scllna Cruz north the steamer 
had mood weather, but encountered 
fog when la tho latitude of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Via Tohuantepec 

Officers of the Erna report that the 
stream of European freight by way 
of the isthumus of Teh'auhte'pec is 
steadily increasing, Fast liners from 
all tho principal ports of the old 
world are carrying rich cargoes to 
Puerto Mexico. This freight Is rush- 
ed across the isthmus on the Tehaun- 
tepec railroad, and at Scllna Cruz an 
ItlVuborute System of electric cranes 
makes easy tho work of transferring 
the cargoes from the railroad cars to 
the holds of coastwise steamers. The 
American-Hawaiian company carries 
tho bulk of this freight, but the ships 
of the Kosmos and Canadian lines 
get a large share of It, and the cargo 
of the Erna consisted almost exclu- 
(slvoly oif .European freight skipped 
by way of the Mexican railroad. 

News was brought by the Erna that 
a fight for the coffee trade of the 
Central American coast Is on between 
tho PacflcMail Steamship Company, 
the Kosmos line, and the Jehson-Os-, 
trander line, and a rate war which 
promises to involve the entire coffee 
trade of the South American contin- 
ent is imminent. 

The rate war had It's inception 
several days ago when the Kosmos 
line withdrew from the "coffee pool" 
that had been entered Into between 
tho transportation companies engag- 
ed In the trade on this coast. 

Rate Slashing 

Now it Is stated the Kosmos line 
Intends to slash all the rates for tho 
transportation oi' coffee, and will 
transport the cereal from the Central 
American coast to Europe through 
tho Straits of Magellan, instead of 
by way of tin- Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepee. 

In the p.'ist there has been a traffic 
agreement among the steamship com- 
panies plying on the Central Ameri- 
can coast whereby coffee rates were 
generally the same. The Kosmos 
line. In order to freezo out the steam- 
ers of the Jebsen line, asked that 
their steamers be prevented from 
shipping coffee on the government 
line across tho Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec. 

for business. 

Lumber Also 

A refusal to concede this request 
resulted in the wlthdrawel of the 
Kosmos line several days ago from 
the pool. The announcement was 
made that thero would be a general 
slashing In rates and a vigorous fight 

The lumber trude to Panama Is 
also one of the features of the com- 
petition between the first three com- 
panies named, though Grace & Co. 
have been doing the larger share of 
it. Jebsen & Ostrnnder have recent- 
ly turned their attention to this part 



of the trade," and this fall are expect- 
ed to get a large share. Recently 
they announced the charter of the 
British steamer Strathgyle to load 
lumber on Grays Harbor and Puget 
Sound for Panama. 

It Is now reported that Jebsen and 
Ostrander have chartered the Nor- 
wegian steamer Transit on a time 
charter at $625 per month. While no 
official confirmation ' of the charter 
could he obalned yesterday from 
Jebsen & Ostrander, it is understood 
that the Transit has been taken for 
.two years for the Southern trade; 
and In addition to carrying lumber 
from the Sound to Mexico, will bring 
coffee on her. northern voyages. 
Eaten by Sharks 
When the Erna was at Salina Cruz 
arrivals by the railway from Puerto, 
Mexico, on the Atlantic. 13S miles 
away, brought it taie of an Indian wo- 
man being eaten by sharks when 
dragged from a dug out in which she 
was attempting to cross the riven 
Many people at dinner in tho Hotel 
Colon situated near the bank of the 
river witnessed tho scene, and four 
young men jumped Into one of tho 
boats that were tied along the bank 
and put out to tho rescue of the un- 
fortunate, woman, who was battling 
In mid stream against the current 
and wind, and who at last had man- 
aged to get hold of one of tho buovs 
anchored near by. Just as the boat 
was about to reach her, the rescuers 
were astounded to see the woman 
suddenly disappear from the surface 
and nothing was seen of her after^ 
wards. 

Colima Active 

News was brought by the Erna 
that Mount Colima is again active. 
Smoke la being emitted In large 
quantities from the crater of the 
volcano, and that much molten mat- 
ter is now overflowing and moving 
down the sides of the mountain. 

Brought Whale Oil. 

The barge Fresno arrived at Seattle 
yesterday witli a cargo of whale oil 
from the Tyee company's whaling sta- 
tion at Admiralty Island, Alaska. 

Walkure Chartered. 

The steamer Walkure, a new Ger- 
man freighter, which brought coal 
from Newcastle to Sun Francisco, has 
been chartered to load grain on Puget 
Sound for Balfour, Guthrie and C. Sho 
Is tho sixth steamer fixed. The rate 
paltl tho Walkure is 30s. 



BRANDED SEALS FAR 
FROM PRIBYLOFFS 



Sealer Writes That He Found 
Animal Marked by 
B fanciers

That seals from Bering Sea are mi- 
grating into far sealing grounds is the 
statement made by Captain Nicholas 
Brown, a former seal hunter of this 
coast, now engaged on the Falkland 
Island grounds, who writes thnt he has 
found a seal branded with the marking 
of the Jordan-Farmer branding ma- 
chine, which was used some years ago 
on the Prlbyloff Islands to mark fur 
seals, on the far away southern 
grounds. 

Captain Brown, in a letter, dated 
August 23rd, to Captain John Hlckey, 
of the Seattle halibut fleet, stated that 
seals were plentiful during the past 
summer months, and that indications 
point to a visible increase In the herds 
for tho season now approaching. 

While scaling off the Falklands dur- 
ing February and March, Captain 
Brown found a seal which bore the 
mark branded upon It by one of the 
government agents at St. Paul island, 
showing that tho animal had travelled 
all the way from the Prlbyloff group to 
tho Falklands, off the east coast of 
South America. 



Carries Railway Supplies. 

The steamer Maude, which has been 
engaging in picking up the Western 
Union cable between Albert Head and 
Port Angeles while repairs were effect- 
ed, returned to port on Sunday, and 
left again soon afterward for Albernl 
to carry railroad supplies on the Al- 
bernl canal.

QUEEN AT TAHITI 

■ 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.— Several 
passengers, tho captain, and a portion 
of the crew of the Norwegian steamer 
Ocean Queen, which was wrecked on 
September 16th on a reef off tho coast 
of Tahiti, arrived here on Saturday on 
tho steamer Mariposa from Papeete, 
bring details of the disaster. The 
party includes John T. Arundel, deputy ' 
chairman of the Pacific Phosphate 
Company, Bimitcd, of London, lessee 
of the vessel; Arundel's two daughters, 
his private secretary, H. H. Jay; Miss: 
Whlbley, and Captain Johannessen. 

The Ocean Queen left Papeete Sep- 
tember 15th, and early the next morn- 
ing, while passing the settlement of 
Maumu, on the east side of the Island, 
tho engines ceased running, and it was 
discovered that tho aft eccentric rod 
was bent. A strong wind was blowing 
towards shore, and this, with an un- 
usual current, swept tho vessel upon a 
reef while tho crew was attempting to 
break tho rod. The passengers were 
taken off Immediately in the lifeboats, 
and the captain and crew remained to 
save tho luggage. About one o'clock 
tho last man left the ship, and a few 
minutes later it had completely disap- 
peared. The Ocean Queen was mak- 
ing her maiden voyage. Sho left Eng- 
land on March 10th under lease to the 
phosphate company. The vessel was a 
large steamer of 3,180 tons burden, 350 
feet long and 43 feet beam. She was 
owned by Jacob Chrlstensen, of Ber- 
gen, Norway.

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GODS OF FATHER 



Religious Fever Creates Scene 
in Chinatown — Fight to 
Maintain Temples 



Fighting to defend the gods of their 
fathers, the little woodden godn that 
sit In the dim-lit niches of the incenae- I 
scented joas-hoiiaea of Chinatown, :i 
crowd of Chinese laborers surged into 
a meeting culled by the merchants of 
t ho Chinese quarter on Sunday at the 
Chinese imperial school, recently open- 
ed, and smashed the ballot boxes pre- 
pared for the vote as to whether the 
Joss-houses should be abolished. 

Saturday was the birthday of Con- 
fucius the sage. The merchants had 
hung out their banners, dangled bam- 
boo framed lanterns from their bal- 



conies, and held feasts in honor of the 
sage. Again and again they sang: 
"Confaeius, Confucius; how great is 

Confucius. 
Before Confucius there was not Con- 
fucius: 

Since Confucius there had been no 

Con f uclus. 
Confucius, Confucius; how great is 
Confucius!" 

Then it was proposed to close the 
Joss-houses. They were relics of old- 
time superstition, out of keeping with 
the new Chlnu, said the merchants. 
"They represent the religion of our 
fathers." said the laborers. The. lead- 
ers of the movement for the abolition 
of the temples called a meeting for 
Sunday afternoon at the Chinese 
school, and notices were posted to thill 
effect on the street corners of China- 
town. It was stated that ballot boxes 
would be prepared, and a .vote would 
bo taken, and If tile majority favored 
the abolition of t lie joss-houses, the 
gods would be east out. Chinatown 
would worship Idols no more. 

Riotous Proceedings. 

The meeting never came to order 
No sooner had It been opened than a 
mob of three hundred laborers burst 
in and invaded the hall. The ballot 
boxes were smashed, splintered beyond

hope of repair. Above the din voices 
could lie heard stating that the la- 
borers and their fellows out of the city 
had paid for the up-keep of the Joss- 
houses and proposed to maintain 
them, and they would never consent 
to the gods being cast out. 

"Tjet us vote." saaid a merchant. 

Shouting, gesticulating, the invaders 
surged in, and tin; meeting became a 
"Donnybrook." Many scrambled and 
fought, and in an instant the ballot 
boxes were seized and broken up. The 
laborers carried the meeting. In the 
melee one of the merchants was 
severely injured, and a hurry-up call 
was sent out for the police. 

Two constables hurried to the scene, 
and one Chinese was arrested, but was 
afterwards released. 

1 he movement has been temporar- 
ily abandoned on account of the meet- 
ing held on Sunday, but it is under- 
stood the end is not yet. The mer- 
chants want the joss-houses abolished 
and the laborers say they will light 
to the end for pie gods of their 
fathers. 

Defend Their Religion. 

... .There, are., four temples, commonly 
jknptvp as "joss-houses" in Chinatown, 



some of them richly furnished and 
witli costly and grotesque carvings 
colored with the red and gold of 
Chinese art. and the josses, great and 
small, drains which the priests beat 
tci summon the sleeping spirits of 
wind and air. spears, tridents and all 
the regalia that forms a feature of a, 
Chinatown procession .bought by sub- 
scription from the Chinese, rich and 
poor, both In Victoria and throughout 
the province. The religion of the 
priests, now little better than caretak- 
ers, is Taoism, the religion which 
Laoutzsc gave to China many centur- 
ies. ago when he wrote the "Tao Teh 
King' a book of about live, thousand 
characters, which, like, the cult of 
Confucius, moralized on life and death. 
Confucius taught morality; Laoutzsc. 
taught that people become spirits and 
were happy in a spirit land. In the 
spirit world there are spirits of good 
and evil, and the people pay the 
priests to lay the bad spirits-— often 
by liberal use of firecrackers — or to 
appease the good ones. 

Now the religion is decadent; it is 
little better than 'a place for fortune- 
telling. A Chinaman about to embark 
.upon a journey -or to engage in any 
venture goes to the Joss-house, pays' 



te n or fifteen cents to the priest and 
little strips of bamboo are drawn 
from a bowl, or little pieces Of wood 
tossed — a lottery of the gods to in- 
dicate whether the luck is to be good 
or bad. This is modern Taoism, and 
lew of the more educated Chinese vis- 
it the Joss-houses. 

To the poorer classes, the hawker 
who peddles vugetublcs, the house 
servant .and the worker, the joss- 
house is a place of importance in his 
scheme of existence, and when the 
great red posters in scrawling Ideo- 
graphs posted at the street corners 
told the workers that the merchants 
wished to abolish the joss-house the 
laborers were indignant and when the 
meeting was called at the Imperial 
Chinese school they gathered to' de- 
fend the gods of their fathers. 

ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY

Columbia, branch of the Entomological 
Society of Canada met at the. office. of 



E. Baylies Reed, attended hy the pre- 
sident, Rev. Geo. \V. Taylor, the secre- 
tary, Mr. R. Vs Harvey, and others in- 
terested In the work. A profitable 
evening was spent discussing the vari- 
ous specimens exhibited, the subject of 
entomology in its. various branches, 
and the future work of tho society. It 
was arranged to hold the annual meet- 
ing In January, when officers for the 
ensuing year will be elected, and the 
spring mooting during Easter at Dun- 
cans. 

As it is not generally known that 
such a society exists In the province, 
tho work being carried on In an un- 
ostentatious manner, the membership 
in Victoria is small, and since it must 
bo the case that there are many who 
are interested In the work, more par- 
ticularly In relation to its economic 
aspect, the members hope that before 
the general meeting the membership 
will be materially augmented.

Loan Contraction and Rise in 
Rates Obstacle to Stock 
Advance 



NEW YORK, Oct. 11.— The liquidat- 
ing character of the stock market 
emerged more clearly Into view today, 
and was . recognized with less qualifi- 
cation on the part of the element in 
the speculation which has been loath 
to admit the necessities Involved In 
the situation. There was temporary 
re-aasurance professed on this subject 
on account of the success achieved by 
tho clearinghouse banks In evading a 
■deficit In the legal reservo last week, 
Upon further consideration of the 
drastic loan contraction which had to 
be made to barely maintain the sur- 
plus and of the low figures at which 
the actual surplus stood still at the 
end of the week. 

The Saturday bank statement 
proved a source of further disquiet 
rather than of satisfaction. Tho 
momentary confidence was taken ad- 
vantage of to the utmost, however, 
to push an advance In prices. U. S. 
Steel in particular being carried up 
to near S9 during the first hour. From 
this vantage point the liquidation was 
renewed on a very large scale and 
pursued with only occasional pauses 
and Insignillcant rallies. The banks 
called loans freely. The withdrawal 
of cash from New York for currency 
purposes also continued large. The 
stili-treasury hits already tnken 
52.S40.000 from the banks on the new 
banking week. The enormous loan 
reduction effected by the hanks last 
week Involved, It Is believed, little 
real liquidation of credits, hut was due 
to shifting of obligations to other In- 
stitutions, both domestic and abroad. 
The uplift from 3 per cent to 5 per 
cent in the official discount rate of 
the imperial bank of Germany after a 
previous advance of a half per cent 
only two weeks ago was emphatic no- 
tice of a determination to oppose ob- 
stacles to further free lending for 
speculative purposes. 

The likelihood of the hastening of 
the expected further advance In the 
Bank of England rate was canvassed 
In llnancial circles. Further recourso 
by borrowing In foreign money mar- 
kets Is Impeded by the large obliga- 
tions already outstanding there 
agnlnst the New York money market. 

The large excess of production over 
consumption of copper in September 
revealed by the monthly statistics of 
the copper producers' association was 
an additional weight on the market, 
but was almost alone in showing a 
deviation from the favorable advices 
of business conditions. The hitch 
over the U. S. diplomatic representa- 
tions in China was viewed with some 
disquietude. The late slight improve- 
ment of prices was attributed to cov- 
ering operations by the shorts, and 
the closing tone was very uncertain. 
The low price of U. S. Steel at 85% 
compares with the high price on Mon- 
day a week ago of 84%,
